Boy of 17 Hears 


Life Term Given 


Stepfather an Invalid, 
Mother and Sisters Sick 
in Bed, Francis Berryhill 
Learns Only Death Can 
Bring Him Freedom.

Surrounded by court officials, his 
attorneys and the jurors who had 
convicted him, Francis Berryhill, a 
small white boy, 17 years of age, 
stood before the bar of justice and 
heard unmoved the sentence re- 
rmanding him to prison and shackles 
until death should set him free—the 
life term being imposed by Judge 
R. H. Terrell, in the Fulton superior 
court, after the jury had brought in 
a verdict of murder with a recom- 
mendation for mercy late Tuesday 
afternoon. 

No heartbroken mother sat beside 
the boy who was charged by the 
state with committing one of the 
most heinous crimes ever brought to 
light in Fulton county; no father 
was there to brace the boy as tha 
blow of a life sentence fell upon 
him; he was as completely alone in 
his hour of need as the old negro 
watchman was on the night of Au- 
gust 31 when he was murdered for 
the insignificant sum of $14. 

Buries Head in Hands. 


After the sentence had been 
passed, the boy sat down and buried 
his head in his hands. A man who 
had listened intently to the trial and 
seemed loath to leave, pulled on hia

“‘ Ground-Hog’”’ 
Shot at Cabinet 
By Poindexter 


Senator Says What Is’ 
Left, Since Lansing’ 
Quit, Will Be Afraid of 
Shadow—Hopes Wilson 
Will Quit Europe. 


Washington, February 17.—Sena- 
tor Poindexter, of Washington, a 
candidate for the republican presi- 
dential nomination, told the Nation- 
al Press club tonight that Presi- 
dent Wilson's reported proposal to 
withdraw from European affairs on 
account of the Adriatic controversy 
was one of the best things the 
president ever had said. If the Eu- 
ropean powers only would force the 
Plan to be carried out, declared the 
Speaker, the United States might 
be spared serious consequences now 
threatening it because of the peace 
settlement. 

The resignation of Secretary 
Lansing also was commented upon 
at length by Senator Poindexter, 
who was the speaker of the evening 
at the club's series of “presidential 
nights.” 

“Ground-Hog Cabinet.” ‘ 

“What is left of our mutilated 
cabinet,” he said, “ought to be call- 
ed the ground-hog cabinet. It un- 
doubtedly wil] be afraid of its 
shadow, and stay close in its hole 
for more than six weeks. One safe 
bet is that their minds will “go 
along with his” hereafter; that is, 
whatever independence of mind 
they may have had. 

“As early as January, 1919, it ap- 
peared that Secretary Lansing en- 
tertained opposing views in mat- 
ters of momentous importance. It 
can readily be seen how he felt 
at a conference called together for 
the sole purpose of framing a treaty 
of peace, and he knew that it had 
no authority to resolve itself into 
convention. Sec- 
retary Lansing, it now appears, re- 
volted from the prospect. His loy+. 
alty to the president only fly ap- 
pears when it is considéred that he 
evidently placel it above his dislike 
for the schemes of world control 
which had been thrust upoH the 
conference. 

“It may be Secretary Lansing 
was misled by the espionage act, 
getting the impression that it pro- 
hibited any one from forming or 
expressing any opinion different 
from that of the president. This 
delusion still persists in many quar- 
ters. 

Would Get Out ef Europe. 

, One of the best things that the 
president has ever said is his re- 
cent announcement that if the 
of the 
Adriatic controversy was carried 
out he would withdraw from par- 
ticipation itn European affairs. If 
the allied representatives will only 
buck up with their backs to the 
wall and fight for the agreement 
they have made, we may at once 
have peace in Europe. Of course, 
it will be hard on America. We 
can no longer boast that when 


there is dangerous work to do, we 
are the first that are called on to 
perform it. It might even be that 
we would be denied the privilege 
of remitting a little item of $430,- 
000,000 of interest on European 
loans. It might even be that we 
would be deprivéd of the honor of 
helping to guard the Adriatic and 
would lose the opportunity of rais- 
ng an army to police Turkey. 

“But stNl there is not certainty 
about this. The president may yet 
gain his point.

London, February 17.— Great 
Britain, it was learned today, has 
instructed Admital de Robeck, at 
Constantinople, to announce there 
that the allies have decided not to 
deprive Turkey of Constantinople. 
If the persecution of the Armenians 
continues, however, the admiral 
was instructed to say, the peace 
treaty with Turkey may be con- 
siderably modified. 

The fact that continued posses- 
sion of Constantinople had been 
granted her should not be miscon- 
strued by Turkey, the British rep- 
resentative was directed to inform 
the Turkish government .n plain 
words. It did not mean, he was 
told to say, that the allies would 
deal leniently with Turkey should 
the recently reported § atrocities 
continue. 

The allied supreme council today 
considered the latest reports of 
massacres of Armenians. Note was 


ttaken of the fact ‘that the-reports 


fof the most part emanated ftom 
Armenian sources. . 

Admiral de Robeck will point out 
to the Turks that they must show 
an inelination to comport them- 
selves properly or be subjected to 
a peace more severe than the coun- 
cil now ts disposed to arrange. 

To Internationalize Straits. 

The internationalization of the 
Dardanelles, which had been fore- 
cast, was decided upon definitely 
bY the allied supreme council to- 
day. The details of the control of 
the waterways, however, have not 
been worked out. 

One of the big questions to be de- 
cided is the policing of the straits, 
and a knotty problem is as to who 
will furnish the necessary troops. 

Further than deciding that Con- 
stantinople is to remain under 
Turkish control, the council has not 
drawn a definite boundary HMne. De- 
tails such as the exact frontiers re- 
main to be decided. 

Three commissiohs were set up by 
the council today 
with the Turkish peace. One is to 
decide upon the boundaries of the 
Armenian republic, another is to 
report on the Turkish finances, and 
the third is to examine into the 
Greek claims in the Smyrna terri- 
tory, which were dwelt upon at 
length by Premier Venizelos in his 
statement of yesterday. All the 
commissioners are expected to re- 
port to the council the latter part 
of the week.

London, February 17.—Revolution | 


has broken out in Vladivostok, 
Nikolsk, Yenishieska and Blagov- 
estchenk, where all authority now 
is in the hands of the provisional 
government, whose program is in 
favor of union with soviet Russia, 
Says a soviet wireless communica- 
tion received from Moscow. ‘The 
dispatch adds that red troops have 
entered Tiraspol, 73 miles north- 
west of Odessa, 

The Russian volunteer army has 
been forced back to the Sea of Azov 
with its troops completely disorgan- 
ized and typhus raging among 
them, according to another wireless 
dispatch received here today from 
Moscow. 

The bolshevik official communi- 
cation says the red troops have 
captured several positions from 
twenty to thirty-six miles northeast 
of Stavropol.

Maryland Denies 
Right. of Women 


!To Cast Ballot 


Legislature Decisively 

Rejects Suffrage Amend- 

ment—V ain Appeal 
Made to Gov. Ritchie. 


Annapolis, Md., February 17.—The 
Maryland general assembly today 
decisively rejected the federal 
amendment for woman suffrage. In 
the senate the vote was 18 against 
and 9 for ratification, in the house 
64 against and 36 for ratification. 

Big delegations of suffragists came 
down from Baltimore, headed by 
Mrs. Donald Hooker. The committee 
on federal relations heard both 
sides. Judge Harry Covington ar- 
gued for the suffragists and Judge 
Oscar Leser for the antis. 

Mrs. Hooker also sought Governor 
Ritchie, She appealed in vain. The 
governor told her that he could 


neither aid nor prevent the ratifica- 
tion of the amendment as the mat- 
ter would not come to him for ap- 
proval or disapproval. Then, again, 
he declared his party—the demo- 
cratic party—nhad incorporated inthe 
platform a plank opposing woman 
suffrage, and he regarded it as in- 
cumbent on him, if he did not in- 
tend to abide thereby, to so state 
before the election. As was expect- 
ed, the bulk of the vote for ratifica- 
tion was furnished by the repub- 
licans. 

The platform adopted by the dem- 
ocratic state convention that nomi- 
nated Mr. Ritchie for governor last 
year contained a plank declaring 
against woman suffrage.

At a meeting of the directors of 
the Coca-Cola company, held Tues- 
day afternoon in the offices of the 
company in the Candler building, a 
dividend of $1 was declared upon 
each of the 500,000 shares of the 
common stock. This dividend is pay- 
able to stockholders of record when 
the books close on March 13, and 
will be paid on April 2, 1920. The 
preferred dividend was paid on Jan- 
uary 1, and will be paid again July 1. 

A report to the directors showed 
that the total business done by the 
company since September 12 
amounts to $10,000,000, with net 
profits of 10 per cent, or $1,000,000. 

Acccording to the report of Presi- 
dent Samuel C. Dobbs, the company 
has earned $10,000,000 gross and 
$1,000,00 net profits on the 60,000 


shares in six months’ time. The 
par value of the stock was not 
fixed, but a large majority of the 
common shares were believed to 
have sold for $40 or thereabout. 

Taking the valuation of the com- 
mon shares at $20,000,000 the earn- 
ings for the past six months of

Washington, February 17.—Presi- 
dent Wilson is working on. his 
answer to the s@nate resolution 
asking as to an alleged _ secret 
agreement between shipping board 
and Great Britain for the final dis- 
position of former German passen- 
ger liners.

concerning its form. 
Payne to Submit Plan. 

Recommendations as to the future 
policy to be followed by the ship- 
ping board in regard to the sale of 
the thirty German passenger ships 
which has stirred up a controversy 
involving several branches of the 
government will be submitted to the 
senate commerce committee tomor- 
row by Chairman Payne. 

A report on the bids received for 
the vessels is expected to be laid 
before the committee together with 
estimates of the amounts neces- 
sary for refitting the ships for 
passenger service. Chairman Payne 
stated tonight after a meeting of 
the board that the matter of the 
sale of the craft would not be con- 
sidered until the situation had been 
laid before the senate committee. 

The end of the auction for receiv- 
ing bids on the vessels came quick- 
ly today with only one offer made 
out of a choice of nineteen ships. 
The largest vessels of the fleet, in- 
cluding the Leviathan, George 
Washington, Agamemnon and 
Mount Vernon, were passed over 
without arousing the interest of the 
shipping men who yesterday bid 
millions for the liners in groups. 

The single offer made ‘was a bid 
of $550,000 by the Acme Operating 
corporation for the 4,500-ton steam- 
er Otsego. When the list of ships 
offered individually had failed to 
pring further bids, Commissioner 
Scott called for further offers by 
groups and there being none forth- 
eoming announced the auction 

sed. 
yy the announcement at the 
opening of the auction, no action 
will be taken on the bids without 
the sanction of the senate commerce 
committee, and the house merchant 
marine committee, and pending the 
decision of the injunction proceed- 
ings brought by William Randolph 
Hearst, as a taxpayer, to prevent 
the sale of any of the vessels, 


Disappointed at Light Bidding. 


Officials of the b®ard today ex- 
pressed disappointment at the light 
bidding at both sessions of the auc- 
tion. Seated bids for the thirty 
ships opened on January 20 offered 
a total of over $32,000,000 for the 
fleet, but allowing for the various 
groupings which included the same 
vessels at the auction, the total of- 
fering represents only $21,850,000 
for fifteen ships, which include a 
bid of $13,100,000 for a group of 
six ships and an aggregate of $3,- 
750,000 for nine vessels individually. 

Oppesition to the sale continued 
in the senate today, Chairman Jones, 
of the commerce committee, intro- 
ducing a resolution to forbid sale 
of the vessels and requiring the 
shipping board to refit the liners 
with the earnings of its other craft. 
Shipping board officials, however, 
declare that with the expense of re- 
conditioning the fleet estimated at 
$60,000,000, the government would 
bear & burden from which the op- 
erators to whom the ships are al- 
located for service would reap the 
benefits. 

A plea for the development of a 
merchant marine which would pro- 
vide adequate transportation facili- 
ties under the American flag for 
the island possessions was made 
before the senate commerce com- 
mittee today by Governor McCarty, 
of Hawaii.

Albany, N. Y., February 17.—If 
the bolsheviki ever should attempt, 
by force, to impose thc soviet sys-

| people against the will of the ma-

socialists would 
take their stand against the Rus- 
sians, according to an assertion to- 
day by Morris Hillquit, socialist 
leader, at the investigation of the 
five suspended socialist assembly- 
men charged with disloyalty. 


Mr. Hillquit, chief counsel and 
first witness for the defense, made 
this declaration at the close of this 
afternoon’s session, in reply to a 
hypothetical question by Assembly- 
man William S. Evans, a member 
of the assembly judiciary committee 
which is holding the hearirgs. 

Mr. Hillquit, who is international 
secretary of the socialist party, 
qualified as an expert on socialism. 
He was called to refute, among 
other charges, one that the socialist 
party of America, affiliated with 
the internationale, is “the agent of 
an alien, invisible empire, seeking 
to project itself as a revolutionary 
force in various countries.” 

No Secret Instructions. 

In connection with the charge 
by plegding support to the 
third (Moscow) internationale, 
American socialists had indorsed a 
campaign of civil war and violence 
advocated by Lenine and Trotzky, 
Mr. Hillquit testified that American 
socialists were not ruled by the in- 
ternationale, which, he said, never 
had issued any “secret” instructions 
and has exerted only a “moral” 
power. Mr. Hillquit asserted also 
that there was no such being as “a 
citizen of an invisible empire.” 

Asked to define the attitude to- 
ward war of the third internation- 
ale, Mr. Hillquit declared that in- 
ternatfonal “has really not been 
organized at this time more than 
in name.” 

Mr.. Hillquit explained the party 
of socialists in Russia known as 
the communists, “with a few mostly 
unauthorized representatives from 
a few neighboring countries” had 
proclaimed organization of the third 
international. He added that “the 
chances are the third international 
will modify its form and program 
substantially in some points and 
then may become the international 
of socialism.” 

The league of nations, was in- 
jected into the hearing when Mr. 
Hillquit asserted that, although al- 
Ways advocating a “true” league of 
nations, socialists opposed the pro- 
gram adopted at Paris “by a lot of 
old diplomatic fossils” because it 
would serve only to perpetuate the 
causes of war. His testimony along 
this line was introduced to refute 
a statement by Peter W. Collins, 
Knights of Columbus worker quali- 
fied by the prosecution as an expert 
on socia’ism, that socialists opposed 
the leafue beacuse it would tend to 
bring about a condition of harmony 
which would deprive them of abuses 
of which they were making capital. 


Purpose of Internationale. 


Instead of a body plotting world- 
wide revolution by means of fire 
and sword, as pictured by the prose- 
cution, Mr. Hillquit described the 
international as devoting itself to 
discussion of theoretical problems 
relating to the socialist movement, 
labor movement or social reform. 
Jt served as “an exchange for so- 
Clajist experience. views and theo- 
ries,” he said, adding that its func- 
tions were “principally advisory,” 
and the binding power of its reso- 
lutions “purely moral.” 

Mr. Hillquit added the interna- 
tional had very few rules. One was 
that only such parties should be 
admitted as recognized political 
action as one of the weapons of the

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GAILLAUX AT BAR 


FOR CONSPIRA' 


Former Premier of France 
Being Tried Before High 
Court on the Charge of 
Traitorous Conduct. 


™. Paris, February 17.—Joseph Cail- 


laux, former premier of France, was 
placed on trial today before the 
senate itting as a high court, 
charged with conspiracy against his 
yountry in time of war. The trial 


i asoned at 2:40 o’clock p. m. The 


WY accused man entered the chamber 


accompanied by three police offi- 
cers. The roll call of the court was 
at once taken up. There was a 
jarg@ attendance, very few of the 
‘et being absent. 

The former premier is accused of 
“having plotted against the exter- 
nal security of the state by maneu- 
vers, machinations and intelligence 
with the enemy tending to favor the 
latter’s enterprises against France 
and her allies.” Article 79 of the 
penal military code makes convic- 
tion of such an offense punishable 
with death. 

Caillaux has been in custody 
twenty-five months and two days. 
Parliamentary immunity was lifted 
in his case on December 22, 1917, 
the—prisoner himeelf asking that 
this action be taken, as he had 
wished to appear beforeNudges and 
face his hAccusers. He was arrested 
on January 14, 1918, upon a warrant 
issued by Captain Bouchardon. 

The senate is expected to sit as 
the high court for only tnree days 
each week, the other days being 
employed in the discharge of :rou- 
tine businesa.. The trial, therefore, 
is expected to last between two and 
three months. 

Sketch of Caillaux Case. 


Two years ago on January M, 
1918, for the first time in the his- 
tory ofthe third republic of France, 
one of its former premiers, Joseph 
Caillaux, was thrust into prison on 
the charge of high treason and of 
endeavoring to make a premature 
and dishonorable peace with Ger- 
many. For more than 20 years he 
had been a power in French po- 
litical life, both as premier and 
minister of finance. He has ex- 
pressed his determination to “fight 
to the last ditch,” although ‘ga ete 
detention has made inroads pon 
his health. After 44 preliminary 
hearings, he protested in vain 
against the law's delay. Last Sep- 
tember Caillaux was removed from 
his Paris prison to a hospital at 
Neullly. 

The case against Caillaux is some- 
what related to that against Kolo 
Pasha, who was executed at Vin- 
eennes as a apy in April, 1918, and 
M. Duval, editor of the Germano- 
bhile newspaper, Bonnet Rouge, 
who went to his death for similar 
treachery the following July. 

Caillaux was not tn the cabinet 
when the war began. 
shortly after March 16, 1914, the 
day his wife shot and killed Gaston 
(almette, editor of Figaro, for ac- 
eusing Caillaux of having played 
into Germany's hands in settling 
the Moroccan crisis of 1911. Louis 
J. Malvy, a close friend, was min- 
ister a | the interior at the time 
Caillaux resigned. Malvy, it will be 
remembered, was later accused 
high treason &nd tried in 1918 be- 
fore the senate high court. The 
treason charge was unproved, but 
Malvy, a radical-socialist, was con- 
victed of other offenses and sen- 
tenced to five years’ banishment 
»from France. He is; now an exile 
In Spain. Through Malvy, it is al- 
legged, Caltllaux directed affairs so 
that the machinations charged 
against him could be carried on. 

Caillaux was suspected of heading 
a pacifist movement having as its 
object a reconciliation between 
France and Germany, a suspicion 
which became all the more serious 
by reason of the fact that German 
aples were everywhere in France 
and were believed to have penetrat- 
ef into the councils of the govern- 
ment. The “defeatist’” propaganda, 
intended to break down the morale 
of the French people by leading 
them to believe Gerngfany was in- 
vinelble, had wide ramificationa. It 
reached from Paris to Rome and 
from Rome to Washington and Bue- 
nos Alrese. Count von Bernstorff. 
formerly German ambassador at 
Washington, was charged with hav- 
ing spent more than $3.900,000 to

When Wife Was Acquitted. 


Upon the acquittal of his wife, 
and his retirement from politics, 
Caillaux went to war, serving in 
the paymaster’s department of the 
French army. Within two months 
he was in trouble with British offi- 
cers and, subsequently, with his 
own military superiors in Paris, 
for which he was punished. Ke- 
leased from service, he sailed in 
November, 1914, for South America 
and passed most of the winter in 
Argentina. While in Buenos Aires, 
it was said, he conferred with Count 
Karl von Luxburg, the German 
minister, who will be recalled as 
the author of a message to the Ger- 
man foreign office requesting the 
U-boats to “sink without a trace” 
all Argentina ships, the vessels of 
a neutral power. 

Caillaux returned to France and 
was next heard from two years lat- 
er in Italy. He was reported to 
have gone there in November, 1916, 
with Mme. Caillaux for a rest. The 
Rome correspondent of The London 
Times, the fellowing month, charg- 
ed Caillaux was trying to “plant a 
separate peace movement among 
Germanophiles in the vatican and in 
Italian aristocracy.” 

Color was given .to this accusa- 
tion bv a report sent to Premier 
Briaml by Admiral de Saint Pair, 
then French naval attache at Rome, 
in which he said that Caillaux, at 
a two-hour conference with ex-Min- 
ister of the Colonies Martini and 
other notable Italians, spoke of his 
return to power in France. He pre- 
dicted, it was said, that by the 
spring of 1916, the Clemenceau and 
other war ministries would collapse, 
he would take the helm of state 
and sign a separate peace. Accord- 
ing to Saint Pair, Caillaux promised 
the Italiana that “the whole world 
will be astonished by the advan- 
tages Germany will accord to Italy 
and France.” All the cost of the 
war would be borne by Russia and 
the Balkan states. 

“What does Germany require?” he 
was quoted as having said to Mar- 
tini. “A road to Bagdad, which she 
has just conquered, a big Bulgaria 
and a big European Turkey.” As 
s00n as peace was signed, he was 
alleged to have said, France would 
draw up an alliance with Germany, 
Italy and Spain against Russia and 
England which he characterized as 
really enemies of France. 

In Touch With Prelates. 

The admiral charged 
laux had communicated with cer- 
tain prelates in the Vatican and in- 
formed them that if Italy signed a 
Separate peace. France would . be 
obliged to do the same. He even 
promised, Saint Pair wrote, the re- 
establishment of the diplomatic re- 
lations between France and the holv 
see upon his return to power. It 
was as a result of these revelations 
that the French chamber of depu- 
ties, by a vote of 417 to 2, decided 
that Caillaux's immunity as a dep- 
uty representing the department of 
Sarthe, should be suspended and he 
be required to stand trial on the 
charge of high treason. 

Shortly after Caillaux’s visits 
abroad the ‘‘defeatist” propaganda 
became more pronounced in France 
and Italy. The year 1917, with its 
initial burst of hope for France. 
was followed by a great wave of 
depression in that country. A sim- 
ilar phenomenon was observable in 
Italy. October of that year wit- 
nessed the disaster of Caporetto, in 
which 250,000 Italians fell a prey 
to the Austrians, resulting in the 
retreat to the Piave. Later, a com- 
mission of inquiry in its report ad- 
mitted that propaganda Played its 
part in lessening the morale of the 
Itallan. soldiers. 

Caillaux was born in 1863, the 
scn of a prominent politician who 
was minister of the interior under 
the Presidency of Marshal MacMa.- 
hon. He entered politics as a radi- 
cal socialist and first came into 
prominence in 1899 when he became 
minister of finance under Waldeck- 
Rousseau.

Washington, February 17.—Urging 
that federal operation of the rail- 
roads be. continued for at least an 
additional two years, B. M. Jewell, 
acting president of the railways em- 
ployees’ department of the American 
Federation of Labor, in a letter to 
members of congress today, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the return 
of the railroads to private owner- 
ship at this time would lead inevit- 
ably to their bankruptcy, which 
might easily result in a national 
panic, and, in turn, bring “world- 
wide bankruptcy.” 

“For two years traffic has been 
short routed,” Mr. Jewell said, ex- 
plaining his belief that the railrodds 
cannot survive their return to pri- 
vate control. “It has been sent over 
selected routes. A great part of the 
mileage of the country is not earn- 
ing operating expenses and fixed 
charges, receiverships are inevitable 
if the railroads are unscrambled and 
each left to shift for itself.” 

2,000,000 Workers Represented. 

Mr. Jewell said he sent the let- 
ter in behalf of organizations which 
“represent directly 2,000,000 work- 
ers,” but which believed they might 
“claim to reflect the wishes of the 
great majority of the people of the 
country.” 

The letter of objections to the re- 
turn of the roads was signed by the 
heads of th@ 14 railroad unions, in- 
cluding th our big brotherhoods, 
who have been acting a8 a unit in 
urging, first, government owner- 
ship of the rail systems, and, sec- 
ond, continuation of government 
control as an alternative. 

Calling attention to the “colossal 
savings, economies and efficiencies” 
under federal operation, the letter 
said a reversion to private owner- 
ship, would mean “an increase in 
rates from 25 to 50 per cent... an 
addition of $1,000,000,000 a year.”

Identified a “Personal.” 

Brockmorton ‘uentified a “perso- 
nal” he inserted in the Great Lake 
Bulletin asking Michigan men to 
look him up at the radio school, 
that he had “news of _ interest.” 
Michigan men did look him up and 
signed the petitions and Brock- 
morton mailed them back to Grand 
Rapids. He could not remember to 
whom they were adresse but used 
an address on Lyon street given 
him by Rice. 

The witness identified one of the 
petitions taken from the file left 
in court by a previous witness from 
the secretary of state‘’s office at 
Lansing. 

E. A. Poele, station agent of the

PLEA TO AID RUSSIA 
MADE BY GOMPERS 


New York, February 17.—Samuel 


Gompers, president of the American 
Wederation of Labor, today appealed 
to the American people not to “turn 
their backs on Russia because of 
oposition to present conditions 
there.” First of all, Mr. Gompers 
said in a statement to the American 
Central Committee for Russian Re- 
lief, “Russia needs the establishment 
of industries which supply the basic 
nesds of her people.” 

“There is need for those of us who 
live where free institutions have 
been established to hold out a help- 
ing hand to the people of Russia in 
their present plight; they are pass- 
ing through a terrible ordeal,” the 
statement read. “This is not the 
time for free Americans to turn 
aside because we are opposed to 
what is transpiring in Russia, 

“Remember that the people of 
Russia in protest against a cor- 
rupt government destroyed Russia’s 
imperial despotism. Remember the 
idealism that was in Russia. Re- 
member the wonderful democracy 
that developed out of the life of the 
peasants in the old time. The tyr- 
anny and brutality of the old regime 
finds its reflex in the counter ex- 
tremity of the present regime.”

OF RAISE GIVEN MINERS 


Washington, February 17.—The 
public were pictured as the vic-

M. H. Aylesworth, executive man- 
ager of the National Electric Light 
association, told the commission 
the public had been led to believe 
that the wage increase would not 
be passed on to consumers, but 
when the operators. added the in- 


public utilities, it was inevitable 


that the advance should be reflect- 
ed in rates. He deciared that the 
utilities, under state or municipal 
regulation, were allowed so narrow 
margin of profit that they couid 
not ‘absorb the increase, 

Chairman Robinson indicated the 
trend of the commission’s efforts 
to solve the fuel problem by ask- 
ing if the utilities would be willing 
te store coal in the summer months, 
so that the miners would have 
steady é@mployment. Mr. Ayles- 
worth replied that they would if 
the additional cost of double han- 
dling of coal was offset in the 
price and in lower “‘reight rates 
during the good weather. 

The witness estimated that 50 
per cent of the operating expense 
of public utilities was fuel, 


Control of Distribation. 


Continuation of government con- 
trol of coal distribution was said 
by several witnesses to be abso- 
lutely necessary until restoration of 
normal conditions, but they freely 
criticised the railroad administra- 
tion’s exercise of this function. Con- 
fiscation of coal loaded for utlli- 
ties, they said, was being prac- 
ticed in a “high-handed” fashion, 
forcing the purchase of. high-priced 
spot coal. They charged the 
administration, with the “wasteful 
practice” of confiscating gas coal 
for steam purposes, 

Edward Chase, of the Burwind- 
White Coal company of Philadel- 
phia, asserted that the navy was 
commandeering coal also, regard- 
less of an operator’s contract re- 
quirement and in such a way as 
to “demoralize”’ the industry. 

hairman Robinson announced 
that he expected former Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield to appear be- 
fore the commission today or to- 
morrow to explain the intent of 
the strike settlement proposal as 
accepted by the operators with re- 
gard to how the 14 per cent in- 
crease was to be absorbed, after 
which the hearings will be. closed.

Benson, U. 8. N., retired, of Georgia, 
as chairman of the United States 
shipping board, Is a great victory 
or the southern ports.

Admiral Benson is deeply inter- 
ested in the development of the 
southern ports. He has spoken re- 
cently of the great opportunities for 
these ports, particularly in view of 
the rate equalization agreed upon 
some months ago by the railroad 
administration whereby heretofore 
existing discriminations against the 
ports in favor of the eastern ports 
had been removed. 

It is notable, too, that the appoint- 
ment of Admiral Benson places the 
first man from the south on the 
United States shipping board since 
its organization.

Admiral Benson is a man of great 
vigor. and known to be an execu- 
tive of rare skill. President Wilson 
acquainted himself with these facts 
before appointing him to a position 
held by such rare eecutives as Ed- 
ward N. Hurley and Judge Payne. 
While slightly more than 64 years 
of age, he is capacitated with the 
working capacity of a man many 
years his junior. Southerners in

New York, February 17.—Disor- 
dered conditions existing in Mexico 
will end in 1921, according to a 
statement made here today by Gen- 
eral Salvador Alvarado, founder 
and publisher of El WHeraldo de 
Mexico and El Heraldo Semanario, 
of Mexico City. General Alvarado 
is in the United States buying mod- 
ern. printing machinery for his 
newspapers. 

He declared that this disorder 
would end “because there is a pow- 
erful current of opinion through- 
out the country in all places and 
classes toward peace reorganiza- 
tion.” If the vote in the Mexican 
presidential election next July is 
respected, he said, “in this same 
year an era of peace and work will 
begin eliminating the main source 
of trouble,” between the United 
States and Mexico. Conditions now 
point to the election of General 
Obregon as president, he asserted. 

Promotion of friendly relations 
between the two countries, he said, 
depended broadly upon a better mu- 
tual knowledge of the aspirations, 
— and conceptions: of each peo- 
ple. 
“No one doubts that the United 
States possesses material strength 
enough to occupy Mexican terri- 
tory,” he said, “but it never will 
conquer by that means the hearts 
and good will of that top Be- 


sides, a large army of Pccupation 
and the consequent wa of lives 
and money, the United §S es would 
face the terrible problem of assi- 
milating 16,000,000 rebels who would 
hate with all their hearts their 
oppressors. 

“The only policy for the United 
States to follow is that of frank 
co-operation with its southern 
neighbors, so that they may solve 
their two great fundamental prob- 
lems: First, organization of pro- 
duction to attain the best results 
from their natural resources; sec- 
ond, education, so as to obtain 
greater conservation and the uplift- 
ing of human resources. 

“On the other hand, it is the duty 
of Mexicans in this task of the bet- 
terment of our relations with the 
United States and all the friendly 
nations to establish a government 
ofvenlightened and progressive men 
fitted to interpret the true mean- 
ing of events.”

Help for Armenia 
Must Be Continued, 
Writes Major Davis 


IF. V. Dennison, secretary in Geor- 
gia of the American Committee on 
Near Fast Relief, has received a 
message from Major Davis G. Ar- 
nold, U. 3S. A., stressing the neces- 
Sity of keeping up the work of the 
Near East Relief committee. Major 
Davis is the commissioner at Con- 
stantinople. In his message he 
writes that while the work of the 
Near Fast Kelief has saved the 
remnants of those who escaped the 
massecres, deportations and robber- 
jes, the effort must continue at 
full strength until after the next 
harvest. Then it must be concen- 
trated on the industrial relief of at 
least 200,000 orphans and 100,000 
widows now being cared for. 

The situation in the Caucasus and 
in the remoter parts of Turkish Ar- 
Inenia now is especially’ serious, 
Major Arnold adds, for while the 
deaths from actual starvation are 
being reduced by the Near East Re- 
lief the terrible suffering caused 
by the intense cold, while the people 
are insufficiently clad and weaken- 
ed by long continued hunger brings 
the menace of thousands more dy- 
ing in the near future. 

In the Adana district alone 15,000 
orphans and refugees are being 
aided.

W ilson-Lansing Buck 
Discussed by Mr. Taft 


By William Howard Taft. 
The relation between a member 
of the cabinet and the president 
should be so close and personal 
that any lack of sympathy between 
them may justify either in bringing 
it to an end. It’s a family matter, 


and it is not necessary that the 
reason be made known, because the 
separation can take place in a per- 
fectly good temper, without baring 
to the public its real occasion. The 
president must necessarily .have 
the fullest and freest choice or 
those who are to be associated 
with him Jin the responsibility of 
government and the intimacy of 
executive council. But when the 
president curtly dismisses a mem- 
ber of his cabinet, for reasons giv- 
en in a published correspondence, 
the action and the reasons there- 
fore become a fair subject of pub- 
lic comment.

As the president says, the confer- 
ence could not act—the cabinet, 
indeed, never acts. It is only a 
conference. The action agreed upon 


is either taken by the president or 
by the head of a department. The 
conference, doubtless, helped each 
eabinet member in determining dif- 
ficult matters in his department, and 
confined his judgment by the help- 
ful advice of his colleagues. The 
president's illness could not have 
come during a time mere critical 
in the post-war period than it did. 
There was grave concern in all cir- 
cles of the community. A confer- 
ence of the head of departments 
charged with the duty of carrying on 
much of the executive work was 
most natural. It is a strained and 
unjust construction of these confer- 
ences to call them an assumption of 
presidential authority. They began 
in October, more than four months 
ago. If the president’s mind has 
always been clear and his progress 
toward recovery has been steady, as 
Dr. Young authoritatively reports, 
and if the considered cabinet con- 
ferences such a usurpation, why did 
he not advise his cabinet members 
of his view and request them to 
cease conferring? During that 
same period, there were a number 
of communications from the presi- 
dent to congress and to the senate 
on public matters quite as impor- 
tant and critical as mere cabinet 
conferences. : 

The president’s real objection to 
Mr. Lansing is not in his seizing 
the crown of authority from the 
stricken one entitled to wear it, 
but it is really a divergence of 
views as to the peace teraty and 
other matters between the presi- 
dent and his secretary of state. The 
evidence of Mr. Lansing himself 
before the senate committee leaves 
no doubt that in the principal mat- 
ters considered and decided in the 
Paris conference, he was not only 
not consulted, but he was not ad- 
vised of the conclusions reached, 


Lack of Co-Operation. 
If this be a fact, it indicates a 
lack of co-operation between: the 
head of the state department and 


the president in foreign affairs that 
must become intolerable, and the 
wonder is that the separation was 
not earlier. Mr. Lansing explains 
that he had intended to present his 
resignation in Paris, but for fear it 
might embarrass the presiden he 
withhheld it, and that after his‘re- 
turn, during the senate discussion, 
he had the same purpose, but was 
restrained again for the same rea- 
son. The gross breach of confi- 
dence of which Mr. Bullitt was 
guilty in revealing Mr. Lansing’s 
divergence of view as to the provi- 
siohs of the league and the treaty, 
awakens one’s symapthy for the 
retiring secretary of state. In Mr. 
Wilson's heart, doubtless, that 
played a part in his motives for'this 
somewhat extraordinary method of 
taking such a step. 

There is a note of querulousness 
in the complaint of the president 


that the secretary had formulated 


presi- ; Papers for him to sign without ena- 


bling him fully to possess himself 
of the facts. In the president's con- 
dition, it was natural that the sec- 
retary should attempt to relieve him 
of as much labor as he could, and 
as the matter of securing additional, 
information was wholly in the 
power of the presdent, such a course 
as that of the secretary was not 
likely. to be prejudcial. Running 
through the whole correspondence 
of the president can be seen what 
must be regarded as an unecessary 
and self-irritating jealousy of his 
prerogative likely to awaken but 
little sympathy from the public. The 
people will freely accord to the 
president the right to have, as his 
advisers, whom he wishes, but on 
the issue which the president pre- 
sents in this correspondence, they 
are likely to side with Mr. Lansing.

Half fill a foot tub or 
other roomy receptacle with ater 
a trifle hotter than your hand will 
endure, and stir a tablespoonful of 
mustard flour in it. Let the patient 
lie on his back with the Knees flex- 
ed and his feet in the tub under the 
blankets. Pile on several blankets. 
If he swears about the water burn- 
ing his feet, swear right back at 
him. If he smiles, smile back. Give 
him his due. But keep adding a 
dipperful of hotter water now and 
then and dipping out a dipperful of 
the mustard water. This keeps the 
patient interested every minute. 


As soon as the bath is under way, | 
wring out a cloth in cold water and | 


place it on the patient’s forehead. 
Change this from time to time, to 
keep him from becoming  hot- 
headed. 


Keep the bath going fifteen to 


thirty minutes. Steady the tub with | 


one hand under.-the blankets if the | 
patient is nervous, and keep laying | 


the water up over the legs. 
Give him another pint of hot 
drink before the bath Is over. 


Do not permit him to throw off | 


any of the blankets. It is neces- 
sary to be a trifle mean and deé- 
termined about this, because just 
before perspiration becomes estab- 
lished the patient strongly yearns 
to uncover and get cool. Keep the 
covers tucked close about his neck 
and let him tell his troubles to the 
marines. 

Remove the foot tub, dry the feet 
and substitute a hot bottle for the 
feet. 

Give the patient now all the cold 
water he cares for. But see that he 
remains under the covers for an 


hour, whether he perspires freely or | 


not. 


At the end of an hour or two | 


remove the blankets, dry the pa- 
tient with towels, put on a nice dry 
nighty and kiss him good-bye—on 
your fingers. Let him sleep it off. 

Should Mrs. .Gamp happen in as- 
sure her there is no danger now, 
even if the patient uncovers. How- 
ever, if she is worried, you may ease 
her mind by bathing the patient 
with alcohol to “close the pores” 
again—it will do no particular 
harm one way or the other.

New York, February 17.—Early in the day considerable criticism

New York, February 17.—Stocks 
were heavy to weak in the early 
stages of today’s session, but gave) 


an unexpected demonstration of 
strength later, the market closing 
with numerous gains of 2 to 
points. 

Rails came forward in an impres- 
sive manner during the active final 
hour, secondary as well as high- 
grade issues participating in an ad- 
vance which completely overshad- 
owed the trading in the usual fa- 
vorites. 

Aside from an increasing convic- 
tion that the market has been very 
thoroughly liquidated by the heavy 
selling of the last fornight, the only 
tangible explanation for today’s re- 
covery was the lowering of money 
rates. 

Apropos of the railroad situation, 
however, it is generally assumed 
that the approaching return of the 
various systems will be followed by 
important mergers and consolida- 
tions, making for greater economy 
of operation and efficiency of man- 
agement. 

Call-loans opened at 6 per cent, 
the first initial offering at that low 
figure in several weeks. Time funds 
manifested easier tendencies, though 
still in scant supply ,and a better 
inquiry for commercial paper was 
reported. 

The bulk of the first hour’s .-ell- 
ing was coincident with disquieting 
rumors from Washington and again 
emanated -from professional inter- 
ests. That faction continued to exert 
further pressure against high-priced 
industrials and specialties, some o 
which registered lowest prices for 
the current movement. 

When call loans continued to hold 
at the minimum quotation, however, 
extensive short covering ensued, the 
list moving steadily upward from 
the intermedate period to the strong 
finish. 

Railroad bonds strengthened with 
stocks, but other issues, including 
Liberty bonds, were again irregular.
